immediately 
south, the German big guns are 
hurling thousands of shells into 
the allied positions. 
Allied airmen 
are taking ad­ 
vantage of every opportunity to 
invade enemy 
territory. 
Many 
more tons of bombs have been 
dropped on important railway sec­ 
tors and other targets behinr the 
German lines in Flanders and P ic­ 
ardy. 
In aerial fighting the B rit­ 
ish have brought down six more 
enemy machines. 
W h ile British 
naval 
airmen 
bomb the submarine bases at Zee- 
brugge and Ostend army flyers 
continue the aerial bombardment 
of Brugges. 
W est of Montdldior In Picardy 
and northwest of Toul American 
artillerym en are harrassing the 
Germans with a heavy fire. Con­ 
siderable damage is believed to 
have been caused on both sectors. 
Lively fighting continues in the 
Monte Corno region south of Asi- 
ago, with the italians throwing 
back repeated Austrian efforts to 
regain the summit of the moun­ 
tain.

To Die north and 
northwest, however, the country is 
moderately level, with long, undulat- 
ing ridges, which might he stormed 
readily by heavy masses of troops. 
Field Marshal Haig mentions, too, 
considerable artillery fire to the north 
of Rommel, but this has been a re 
gion where the cannon of both side*; 
have been roaring for xveeks. 
The 
southern portion of the British front 
has also been under heavy* fire from 
the enemy guns, and this max- indi­ 
cate that the Germans are getting

Since the Italians captured Mont 
Como, Saturday morning, the Aus­ 
trians have tried in vain to regain 
this commanding peak south of Asi- 
ago, but have been met by stern re­ 
sistance. 
In Mesopotamia, the British forces 
have progressed further up the Tigris 
and having captured Kirkut, pursued 
the Turks for 20 miles to the north­ 
ward.
